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Stephen Colbert to take 
over for David Letterman

When Stephen Colbert takes over for David 
Letterman as host of the “Late Show” on CBS 
next year, he will bring with him a career built 
on Chicago-style comedy 

He will be the second major late-night talk 
show host, after fellow Northwestern alum Seth 
Meyers (the new host of “Late Night With Seth 
Meyers,” on NBC), who can point back to his 
formative years in Chicago as some of the most 
influential in shaping his comedic outlook. 

Colbert was among the top contenders ru- 
mored for the job since last week, when Let- 
terman announced that he would be wrapping 
up his tenure sometime in 2015. And though he 
was raised in South Carolina, Colbert shares a 


Midwestern sensibil- 
ity with Letterman 
that makes him a fit- 
ting replacement. 

In real life, when 
not in character, the 
49 -year-old Colbert 
is exceedingly polite 
and down to earth— 
qualities no doubt reinforced during his years 
here, first at Northwestern, where he gradu- 
ated with the class of 1986, and later perform- 
ing throughout the city in the early ’90s. 

As an undergraduate, he studied dramatic 
acting but also performed in a college improv 
competition organized by Charna Halpern’s 
ImprovOlympic (now known as iO Theater) 
in a group called No Fun Mud Piranhas that 
included fellow Northwestern classmate and 


THE NEW SHOW 

CBS has not announced Colbert’s start date 
or where the show will tape. “The Colbert 
Report” is based in New York, and it seems 
likely he would want to stay in the city. 
When Colbert takes over for Letterman, 
however, he will shed his windbag-pundit 
persona and simply be himself. 


future Lookingglass Theater co-founder David 
Schwimmer. Colbert stood out immediately 
Halpern recalled: “I thought Stephen was the 
funniest right away He was intelligent, he was 
well read, he knew a lot about everything. He 
knew his mythology he knew his history he 
knew his politics. And he was funny” 

By design, his Emmy-winning “The Col- 
bert Report” leveraged that intellectual cu- 


riosity and quick wit, allowing Colbert to 
create a form of extended performance art 
playing an underinformed, concern-trolling, 
blowhard talk show host in a way that has 
only underscored the absurdity that passes 
for contemporary political discourse. He 
famously coined the word “truthiness” (in- 
sisting something to be true regardless of 
facts or evidence). Washington took notice 
early on, and at a roast in 2008, President 
Obama’s then-chief-of-staff Rahm Emanuel 
joked, “I’m scared of Stephen Colbert. I’m 
not alone. My colleagues in Congress, politi- 
cal operatives, the top minds in Washington, 
even some of the people in this room— we’re 
all scared of Stephen Colbert.” To which Col- 
bert responded, “Rahm Emanuel has given 
the finger to so many people in this town that 
he wore the tip off.”

Rapper gunned down 


Mario Hess, relative of 
Chief Keef, had recently 
signed record deal

A Chicago rapper who was related to 
Chief Keef was gunned down near where he 
grew up in Englewood as possibly two men 
fired more than two dozen shots, striking 
the victim as many as io times and wound- 
ing a relative. 

Mario Hess, once known as Blood 
Money, had recently been paid $50,000 to 
sign with a major record label, according to 
his manager. 

Chicago police were investigating wheth- 
er rap feuds played a role in the slaying of 
Hess, a second cousin to Chief Keef But 
no motive had been established for the 
Wednesday night shooting in a pocket of

Among several other star- 
ring roles, Sheridan will play a crucial part in “Dark Places,” the highly antici- 
pated adaptation of Gillian Flynn’s novel, starring Charlize Theron, Christina 
Hendricks and Chloe Grace Moretz.

End”), “Cuban Fury” is a dance movie that, 
were it to completely lack imagination, could 
be expected to include a training montage, a 
climactic competition and a jerky co-worker.

Frost plays Bruce, who as a kid loved the 
energy and flavor of salsa dancing. Then a 
gang of bullies beat his passion out of him 
and, kinda like Butters on “South Park,” he 
hasn’t shaken much of anything in 25 years.

Future Bruce, a sexless wallflower whose 
only zone is one of comfort, discovers that 
his beautiful new boss (Rashida Jones) also 
loves salsa. For a moment, it’s a mashup of 
two subjects with which this shy guy won’t 
engage— women and the rhythm. But child- 
hood trauma and Bruce’s d-bag colleague 
(Chris O’Dowd) be damned! Bruce looks 
up his salty old teacher (Ian McShane) to 
verify the time-honored adage about putting 
yourself out there. 

This is a story that advocates for fire and 
inspiration— then almost completely goes 
through the motions. Aside from Bruce’s

one requisite tumble, “Cuban Fury” isn’t 
some ruthless, cartoonish poke at its round 
hero’s curves. (Note that the film does not 
star Kevin James.) There are many sighs and a 
few laughs, none of which come from Bruce’s 
flamboyant classmate (Kayvan Novak), 
forced into the story for maximum ethnically 
insensitive sassiness. 

Speaking of forced: the chemistry between 
Frost and Jones. "¥eesh. I’m not saying these 
two couldn’t theoretically get together in a 
movie. Love is blind, dancing is an aphrodisi- 
ac and comedies frequently combine a portly 
schlub and a gorgeous woman who’d never be 
expected to give him a first (or second) look. 
First-time feature director James Griffiths 
and first-time feature writer Jon Brown sim- 
ply show no confidence in this pairing, hing- 
ing their stars’ interactions around accidental 
collisions and— spoiler alert, I guess— prefer- 
ring not to let the two even kiss. 

Would anyone believe this couple would 
get hot and heavy? I don’t know Bruce calls 
her a 10, and himself a 2. She’s remarkably 
beautiful and he, honestly looks like the 
plump mouse from “Cinderella” come to life. 
But most importantly, if your movie doesn’t 
believe the guy should get the girl, the audi- 
ence won’t either.

Now it’s “Draft Day” which centers on the 
2014 NFL draft (beginning May 8) and de- 
picts a world in which the Seattle Seahawks, 
who in real life just won the Super Bowl, 
need to “save football” in the city— perhaps 
behind star QB Bo Callahan (Josh Pence, the 
body of one of the Winklevii in “The Social 
Network”). Huh? Since only football fans will 
watch a movie set entirely on draft day, this 
seems like a problem. 

With Callahan ripe for the picking,

desperate Cleveland Browns GM Sonny 
Weaver Jr. (Kevin Costner), whose own job 
is potentially on the line, deals Seattle for 
its top pick and the opportunity to draft the 
consensus No. 1 prospect. But is Callahan 
really so great? Most of “Draft Day” finds 
Sonny who on the same morning learns that 
his colleague/girlfriend (Jennifer Garner) is 
pregnant, pursuing advanced intelligence 
about Callahan. He also considers running 
back Ray Jennings (Houston Texans RB 
Arian Foster) and middle linebacker Vontae 
Mack (Chadwick Boseman of “42”), who 
may have character and determination that 
perceived golden boy Callahan doesn’t. 

Aside from being disturbingly predictable 
and as detached from reality as the overrated 



“Moneyball,” “Draft Day” emphasizes intend- 
ed heart-tugging subplots (including the recent 
death of Sonny’s father) as if the film exists to 
show what a nice, congenial league this really 
is. That actually felt sincere in “Jerry Maguire.” 
In “Draft Day” the watery Costner doesn’t so 
much hold the screen as tread in it with the 
charisma of a hard-boiled egg. He’s sleepy even 
when “tough” and not a canny enough actor to 
pull off a multi-dimensional Sonny 

It never hurts to recognize that a team 


drafts a person, not just a player, and an ath- 
lete’s character counts to a degree. But “Draft 
Day” which is no “Major League,” has more 
in common with director Ivan Reitman’s 
late-career output (“Six Days, Seven Nights,” 
“Fathers’ Day”) than his early work (“Ghost- 
busters,” “Stripes”). It also shouldn’t treat 
viewers like morons by identifying a city, 
showing a shot of a stadium and then labeling 
it as, “Home of the Texans.” This audience 
knows what team plays in Houston!

None of the characters have names; Jo- 
hansson plays an unidentified woman whose 
first action involves peeling clothing off a 
dead body in order to clothe herself. She then 
coldly begins driving around Scotland, asking 
guys for directions, hoping to get them in the 
car and back to her place. There, the now- 
nude men unknowingly will walk into a pit of 
what looks like a thinner version of tar that 
rapidly ages and explodes the body 

Glazer, who reportedly shot some interac- 
tions between Johansson and non-actors in- 
cognito, favors questions over explanations. 
At no point does the blend of horror and 
beauty in “Under the Skin” tip its hand about 
the backstory of the motorcyclist who seems 
to have assigned Johansson’s alien character 


this task. A few shots, particularly a single 
tear emerging from the movie’s first dead 
body and the ant Johansson picks off of her, 
earn the cries of pretentiousness the sleek, 
obscure material inevitably will inspire. 

However— and I can’t say I entirely 
understand the use of every device in the 


film— “Under the Skin” also seems interested 
in how a nonhuman female’s perspective 
would be altered by learning about humanity, 
person by person. If you think this sounds 
like the lessons acquired by Brendan Fraser 
after being unfrozen in “Encino Man,” you’re 
way off.
